PARIS.  Sept.  18. — Addressing  the 
chamber  o(  deputies  today  in  the  de- 
bate on  the  German  Peace  Treaty, 
Gene  Longuet.  leader  of  the  Minority 
Socialists,  said  that  he  and  his  friends 
would  not  vote  for  the  ratification  of 
this  peace  of  force  and  violence  and 
like  those  terminating  conflicts  In 
the  past.  M.  Longuet  declared  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States  had 
not  taken  their  fair  share  of  the  cost 
of  the  war.  He  said  he  regretted  that 
general  disarmament  had  not  been 
enacted  by  the  Peace  Conference. 
M.  Longuet  provoked  a  storm  of  pro- 
teat  when  he  described  the  f)»ice  as 
one  of  Injustice  and  violence.  It  was 
Bismarcklan,  he  said,  and  marked  the 
advent  of  a  reactionary  Utopia  which 
was  more  dangerous  than  Bolshevism. 
An  outburst  followed  this  declaration 
from  all  parts  of  the  house,  and  the 
speaker  waa  unable  to  proceed  for 
ten  minutes.  President  Deschanela 
meanwhile  calling  for  order  and 
threatening   to    suspend     the     sitting.

QUEBEC.  Sept.  18.— Five  masked 
men  bound  and  gagged  the  mall 
clerks  on  the  Ocean  Limited  express 
of  the  Canadian  National  Railway 
near  Harlaka  early  today  and  robbed 
the  mall  car  of  175,000  In  paper  and 
silver.  The  money  was  being  shlpjted 
from  Montreal  to  Halifax. 

Tho  Ocean  Limited  docs  not  stop 
after  it  leaves  I^ievis  until  Harlaka  Is 
reached.  At  Harlaka  the  train  had 
barely  pulled  out,  according  to  the 
mail  clerks,  when  the  back  door  of 
the  mail  car  was  crashed  in  and  tho 
tive  masked  men,  pointing  automatics 
In  the  faces  of  the  mHil  clerk8  ordered 
them  to  hold  up  their  hands. 

The  bandits  quickly  l>ound  and 
gagged  the  clerks,  then  made  for  the 
bags  containing  the  money.  At  St. 
Thomas  the  bandits  escaped  as  the 
train  flowed  down.  It  Is  believed  that 
they  had  an  automobile  hidden  in  the 
bushes.  It  Is  thought  they  made  for 
the  United  States  border  and  were  ex- 
pected to  attempt  to  enter  Maine. 

Conductor's  Suspicions  Aroused 

No  one  noticed,  anything  wrong  on 
the  train  at  St.  Thomas  and  It  was 
only  at  St.  Ignace,  the  next  stop,  that 
the  conductor  of  the  train,  passing 
along  the  platform  of  the  station, 
grew  suspicious  about  the  quiet  in 
the  mall  car.  Making  an  investigation 
he  found  the  Ave  clerics  helpless.  One 
of  the  clerks,  E.  Rene,  was  suffering 
from  nervous  shock  from  his  exper- 
lenae. 

Posses  have  been  organised  and  are 
scouring  the  country  around  St. 
Thomas  and  St.  Ignace. 


CORPUS  CHRI8TI.  Tex.,  Sept.  18. 
— Rapid  growth  of  the  death  list  re- 
sulting from  the  hurricane  and  tidal 
wave  that  swept  Corpus  Christ!  and 
nearby  points  Sunday  caused  the  be- 
lief among  the  relief  workers  and 
local  offlclals  tonight  that  the  total 
dead  would  approximate  600  persons. 

Much  of  the  shore  line  of  Corpus 
ChrlstI  and  Nueces  Bay  has  not  been 
penetrated  by  searchers,  while  only  a 
small  proportion  of  the  wreckage  In 
this  city  has   been   moved. 

A  thorough  survey  of  the  demol- 
ished section  of  the  city  today  by  the 
Associated  Press  correspondent 

showed  block  after  block  of  the  beach 
residential  section  without  a  vestige 
of  the  former  beautiful  homes  that 
lined  Corpus  Christy  Bay. 

Destruction  In  Business  Section 

In  the  downtown  district  utter 
demolition  of  some  of  the  city's  most 
prominent  Industrial  and  public 
plants  marked  an  area  extending  for 
six  blocks  along  the  waterfront  and 
more  than  a  block  In  width,  while 
beyond  that  block  extending  back 
toi^ard  tJM  bluff- aection,  every  com- 
fnoftial  establishment  was  damaged 
«iilM#  •  corresponding  «i«ift  two  blocks 
wide. 

The  tren^endous  property  damage 
is  becoming  dally  more  apparent. 

Prominent  businessmen  and  other 
trained  observers  predicted  tonight 
that  $20,000,000  would  be  a  conserva- 
^  tire  estimate  of  the  moixetary  loss 
in  Corpus'  Chrlati  alone,  on  which  It 
la  reliably  stated  not  more  than 
ISSO.OOO  Insurance  would  be  paid.

tlom  it  has  set  up  for  the  first  time 
In  Article  H  a  forum  to  which  all 
claims  oC  self-determination  which 
are  likely  to  disturb  tho  peace  of  the 
world,  or  the  good  understanding  be- 
tween nations  upon  which  the  peace 
of  tho  world  depends,  can  be  brought.

OTTAWA.  Sept.  16. — Tho  right  of 
labor  to  organise,  recognition  of  labor 
unlonti  and  the  right  to  collecUve 
Iwrgalnlng  were  the  subjects  before 
the  National  nidustrtal  Conference 
thlH  morning.  The  first  two  speakers 
detUt  entirely  with  the  latter  phase. 
and  Mr.  Adam  C.  Hay,  of  Winnipeg, 
a  returned  soldier,  said  there  had 
been  a  thirty  years'  flght  for  this 
priuciple  In  the  Old  Country,  and  he 
appealed  to  the  Conference  to  try  to 
aettle  this  matter  here  Ih  thirty 
minutes,  and  thereby  confer  a  beneOt 
on  the  entire  LAbor  population.  Mr. 
Hay  said  he  had  gone  to  the  front 
With  the  first  Canadian  contingent 
and  stopped  some  German  ammuni- 
tion. He  had  not  gone  there  with 
any  high-sounding  notions  of  fighting 
for  king  and  country,  but  rather  be- 
cause the  German  system  and  the 
German  Socialists  were  striving  to 
chloroform  British  labor,  and  he  was 
going  to  do  his  best  here  and  every- 
where else  to  keep  British  and  Cana- 
dian  labor   free   from   contamination. 

Collective  bargaining  was  one  of 
the  principal  alms  of  Ljibor,  and  it 
Hhould   be  granted. 

Not  Time  for  Innovation 

Mr.  A.  Beakes,  of  the  Canadian 
Northwest '  Steel  Company,  thought 
this  was  hardly  the  time  for  Innova- 
tions  in  regard  to  Labor  legislation. 

At  the  opening.  Senator  G.  D.  Rob- 
ertson, chairman  of  the  conference, 
complained  that  the  headlines  beint; 
^Iven  to  the  reports  of  each  day's 
proceedings  were  giving  a  wrong  im- 
pression of  strife  and  bitterness  exist- 
ing. He  appealed  to  the  press  to  ex- 
ercise fairness  and   good  Judgment. 

"Scareheads,"  said  Senator  Rob- 
ertson, gave  the  idea  that  strife  and 
trouble  arc  brewing,  and  the  agita- 
tors were  given  new  ground  for  agi- 
tation. They  were  defeating  the  aim 
of  the  Conference.  It  cost  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Canada  more  than  |6,- 
000,000  a  year  to  distribute  the  news- 
papers through  the  malls,  and  In  ad- 
dition the  w4re  service  is  "assisted." 
If  the  people  are  to  contribute  mil- 
lions of  dollars  to  aHsisting  the  dis- 
tribution of  news,  then  they  are  en- 
titled to  a  fair  representation  of  that 
news.  He  hoped  the  press  would  do 
its  best  to  co-operate  with  lAbor,  the 
Government,  and  the  employers  in 
making  the  Conference  a  success. 
First  Report  Adopted 

The  first  committee  report  of  tho 
Conference,  presented  at  12:15,  was 
unafiimouH,  and  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  commission.  The  re- 
port of  the  committee  on  the  need  for 
unification  of  Labor  laws  of  the  Fed- 
eral and  Provincial.  Governments  was 
signed  by  John  U.  Shaw,  Woodstock; 
A.  Munro  Grier,  Toronto,  and  H. 
Thompson,  Carieton  Place,  for  the 
employers:  Joe  Gorman,  James  Som- 
erville  and  James  Winning,  for  La- 
bor; John  Lowe,  Valleyneld,  and 
Fraser  S.  .Keith  were. the  third  group 
representatives. 

The  report  was  that  the  advantage 
of  uniformity  In  the  laws  relating  to 
the  welfare  of  those  engaged  in  in- 
dustrial work  In  the  several  province-:* 
of  the  Dominion  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Government  of  Can- 
ada and  of  tho  several  provinces  re- 
spectively; and  'that  this  National 
Industrial  Conference  suggest  tho 
following  as  a  means  toward  the  end 
desired,  namely,  the  appointment  of  a 
board    composed   as   follows: 

Composition  of  Bornrds 

1.  As  respects  the  Dominion — (a) 
A   representative  of  the  Government; 

(b)  a   representative     of     employers: 

(c)  a  representative  of*  the  em- 
ployees. 

2.  As  respects  each  of  the  prov- 
inces— (a)  A  representative  of  tho 
Government;  (b)  a  representative  of 
the  employers:  (c)  a  represenUtive 
of  the  employees,  and  that  the  Do- 
minion Government  be  requested  to 
ask  the  Government  of  each  of  the 
provinces  to  select  or  have  selected 
representatives  in  respect  of  tl&e  pro- 
visions above   set   forth. 

Need  of  Mlulmnm  Wage 
In  yesterday's  discussion  st  the  In- 
dustrial Conference,  Mr.  E.  Parnell, 
of  Winnipeg,  said  there  was  little 
division  among^thc  employers  as  to 
the  need  of  a  minimum  wage  for 
women  and  minors.  It  was  not  a 
deathbed        repenUnce.  Minimum 

wages  were  in  effect  in  many  parts 
of  the  country,  and  the  plan  was  a 
success.

CRYS  '1  PROflTS" 


Commissioner  O'Connor  Inti- 
mates He  Is  From  Missouri 
— Says  Home  Markets  to 
Have  First  Consideration. 


.  TORONTO,  Sept.  U. — Mr.  W.  F. 
O'Connor,  K.C..  vice-chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Commerce,  proposes  that 
Canadian  consumers  of  bacon  shall 
have  an  opportunity  to  get  in  on 
some  of  the  bacon  sides  which,  have 
been  exported  to  the  Old  Country  and 
sold  at  comparatively  low  prices.  Ho 
intimated  today,  after  Mr.  E.  C.  Fox, 
general  manager  of  the  William 
Davles  Company,  and  J.  A.  Nelson, 
superintendent  of  the  Davles'  retail 
stores  in  Toronto,  had  given  ovl- 
dence,  that  n  million  pounds  of  this 
commodity  .-it  present  locked  up  In 
the  Davles  plant,  awaiting  a  day  on 
which  the  Kngiish  consumci;  has  used 
up  the  supply  of  Wiltshircs  sides  on 
hand,  would  be  corralled  for  home 
consumption.  To  Mr.  Fox's  explana- 
tion that,  this  was  inferior  bacon  to 
that  sold  In  Canada,  and  was  sold 
at  less  cost  in  consequence,  Mr. 
O'Connor  wanted  to  know  if  it  were 
not  possible  lo  sell  the  cheaper  bacon 
Id  Canada. 

]'.  C.  L.  Bacon  Too  ExfienslTe   . 

"We  have  come  to  the  stage."  he 
declared,  "where  the  other  bacon  is 
too   expensive." 

Mr.  Fox  said  the  Canadians  would 
not  buy  the  cheaper  bacon  that  was 
sent   to   Kngland.  ' 

"It  may  be  worth  while  to  test 
with  this  million  pounds  to  see  if  you 
have  difficulty  in  disposing  of  it,"  re- 
marked .Mr.    O'Connor. 

"Certainly,  we  would  be  glad  to  try 
it,"   he  added. 

The  commissioner  told  Mr.  Fox 
that  Canadian  consumeru  were  not 
getting  a  square  deal  when  his 
bacon  costs  were  regulated  by  Euro- 
pean famine  prices. 

"Per»onally,"  he  said,  "I  think  it 
would  be  a  Kood  thing  In  Canada  for 
those  in  control  to  say  to  the  pro- 
ducers of  bacon,  'You  have  got  to 
supply  your  Canadian  trade  at  fair 
prices  before  we  allow  you  to  force 
that  stuff  out  of  the  country.'  " 
Oft-Rppeatod     Denial 

Mr.  Fox  repeatedly  denied  that  the 
William  Davles  Company  was  inter- 
ested in  any  packers'  combine. 

"Then  why  Is  it."  ssked  Lieut-Col. 
Price,  counsel  for  the  hoard  in  tne 
Inquiry,  "that  the  prices  remain 
about  the  same  for  one  week  in  the 
stockyards?" 

"I  suppose  because  we  all  know 
about  what  the  other  fellow  is  do- 
ing, and  we  all  have  the  same  sell- 
ing  margin,"   was   Mr.   Fox's  reply. 

Mr.  Fox  promised  to  produce  '  a 
chart  giving  detailed  Information  as 
to  costs,  selling  prices  and   profits. 

Superlntendt^nt  Nelson,  of  the 
Davles  Company  said  his  efforts  were 
directed  toward  keeping  prices  down 
and  getting  the  volume  of  business. 
The  higher  the  selling  price  of  any 
commodity  the  lesa  his  concern  could 
make  out  of  it,  he  said. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Nelson's 
testimony.  Commissioner  O'Connor 
said:  "Tou  have  undertaken  to  say 
that  you  are  not  making  an.v  profit. 
We  will  find  out  what  the  profit  is 
before  we  are  done  here." 

The  inquiry  will  resume  hearing  to- 
morrow   morning. 


JAPANESE  TO  RELAX 
KOREAN  REGULATIONS 

SEOUL,  Korea.  Sept.  10. — Vlce- 
Governor-denerai  Midsanj^,  lA  an  in- 
terview today,  announced  that  it  was 
the  general  intention  of  the  fiuvern- 
ment  ultimately  to  abolish  all  dis- 
crimination against  Koreans  in  the 
matter  of  education.  He  eepeclally 
emphasised  that  It  was  most  Im- 
portant to  take  into  account  the  an- 
cient custom-*,  traditions  and  civillaa- 
tlon  of  the  Korean  jy^npUi  In  framing 
a  new  education  poiioy.  This  matter, 
he  added,  was  receivnig  the  earnest 
attention    of   the   Governor-General. 

As  regardn  tho  immediate  measures 
to  t>e  adopted,  the  Vlce-Governor- 
Oeneral  said  a  commission  was  study- 
ing the  situation,  and  would  make 
recommendations  as  to  the  course  to 
be  pursued  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.

LIkf  aU  the  other  treaties  that  with 
Bulgaria  will  be  fraught  with  mogui-

states.  There  are  raelal  animoaitlea 
and  historic  differences,  which  «re

be  prepared  to  deslgnste  the  llmit«  of 
International  dtaagreement,  and.  I|»v* 
ing  done  so.  be  abto  to  enforce  Um 
decrees  to  tho  uttermost. 


After  being  delayed  for  ten  daya 
at  Vladivostok  owing  to  lack  of  labor, 
and  after  running  ashore  at  Keelung 
durInK  u  typhoon,  the  Blue"  Funnel 
liner  Tyndareua  made  port  last  night 
about  seven  o'clock. 

Going  to  Vladivostok  from  Settle, 
the  steamer  waited  at  the  Siberian 
port  for  ten  days,  and  Anally  obtained 
Chinese  with  Itussian  bosses  to  put 
the  cargo  on  board  the  boat.  Condi- 
tions there  aro  very  bad.  officers  of 
the  Tyndareua  state^^  and  the  Russians 
dlu  not  evidently  want  to  work,  al- 
though they  coiild  be  seen  strolling 
about  and   doing  nothing. 

Driven  Aabore 

From  Vladivostok  the  Tyndareus 
went  to  Japanese  ports  and  then  to 
Hongkong.  On  her  way  to  Japan  when 
anchored  at  Keelung  after  loading 
cargo  there,  the  vessel  was  caught  In 
a  typhoon,  and  although  she  was  h«ld 
by  the  head  by  her  anchors  and  was 
tied  to  a  mooring  buoy  astern,  she 
swung  round,  the  hooka  giving  way, 
and  stuck  her  nose  into  the  muddy 
shore.  For  a  whole  lilght  she  stayed 
In  this  position,  her  engines  holding 
her  ashore.  No  attempt  was  made  to 
mov«  iMitii  next  morning,  as  ft  was 
feared  she  would  break  loose  from 
the  buoy  and  be  Wrecked.  The  big 
boat  got  off  the  mud  ifi  the  morning 
with  her  own  power  and  contlpued 
her  voyage.  No  damage  was  done. 
Calm  Vi>yage 

The  Tyndareus  had  a  good  frlp 
across  the  Paclflc  to  this  port.  She  is 
far  behind  schedule  and  her  actiona 
have  been  shrouded  in  mystery,  ship-, 
ping  men  having,  no  deflnite  word  as 
to  when  she  would  arrive. 

Hearing  that  opium  was  bellexed 
to  be  hidden  ctjci  the  Tyndareus  her 
ofDcers  searched  her  during  the  vby- 
aga,  but  are  said  to  liave  found  noth- 
ing. The  Cyclops  was  caught  with 
contraband  on  hoard  a  short  time 
ago  and  a  heavy  Ane  was  Imposed. 

Only  a  small- amount  of  freight  was 
discharged  here. 

The«men  on  the.Tyndareus  brought 
word  that  the  Cyclops  has  left  the 
PaciAc  rua  and  Is  on  her  way  to  Eng- 
land. She  made  only  a  few  voyages 
on  this  ocean  since  taking  up  peace 
work  again.  The  reason  for  the  ship 
going  home  is  not  known.  The  Blue 
Funnel  steamer  Ixlon  is  coming  out 
from  the  United  Kingdom  to  take  the 
place  of  the  Cyclops. 

Tho  Tyndareus  has  been  requisi- 
tioned by.  the  Government  to  carry 
Chinese  coolies  back  to  China  from 
William  Head,  where  they  will  en- 
camp after  arriving  from  France  af- 
ter having  been  engaged  in  war  work 
as'laborors.  The  Blue  Funnel  boat  will 
no  doubt  carry  some  of  these  men  on 
her  next  voyage  out

Mr.  Tomlin  aald  the  whole  nyatam 
of  eduoatlbn  lit  Canada  was  loose  and 
haphazard.;  Financial  grants  ■^ore 
made  by  the  Dominion  to  the  Prov- 
inces and  thence  to  the  munlclpaUtles 
on  an  optlonHl  baHin,  and  he  main- 
tained that  auch  a  method  was  ac- 
complishing nothing.

In  Messrs.  Yarrow's  space  at  the 
Home  Products  Fair  the  rebuilt  sec- 
tions of  the  original  Pathfinder  will 
be  shown,  minus  the  conventional 
fabric.  Owing  to  lack  of  floor  space.i 
the  machine  will  be  slung  some  10- 
feet  up,  permitting  of  free  passage 
around  and  under  the  exhibit.

It  waa  a  amaU  bnt  vary  enthoriau- 
tl«  Catherine  of  cHta«na  which  met 
in  the  City  HaU  laat  eveninc  in  re- 
aponse  to  the  Invitation  of  the  Mayor, 
who  prealdcd.  The  Idea  of  the  meat- 
Inr  emanated  from  the  Rotary  Ctub 
for  the  purpoae  of  interaatln^  publlo 
aympBthy  In  the  work  of  the  VIetok-la 
Branch  -of  the  l4avy  League.  All  the 
apaakara  mada  raCarenca  to  the  fact 
that  anythins  that  tanda  to  Incraaae 
lateraat  In  the  development  of  Vic- 
toria aa  tha  capitaP  of  a  marlUma 
province  abould  receive  the  aupp^rt 
of  all  citlsena.  "We  mint  never  for- 
get that  we  are  deacendants  of  the 
old  Noraaman  of  the  aea."  said'  Mr. 
J.  I.  Bballcroaf).  "The  aueatlon  fMea 
ua  toniffht,  not  only' will  you  five  ua 
a  mandate  to  ^arry  on  our  work,  but 
what  are  you  coins  to  make  of  Vic- 
toria? Is  ahe  alwaya  golny  to  I'e- 
maln  Just  a  touriat  centre,  or  la  ahe 
voinv  to  take  her  proper  place  in  the 
development  of  the  country?  If  she 
la,  that  development  muat  be  in  con- 
nection with  the  aea.  The  greateat 
industry  Victoria  ever  had  n^aa  ahip- 
bulldlng.  We  have  built  docks  and 
have  every  natural  facility  to  become 
the  flvat  place  of  call  for  ahlpplng  to 
and  from  the  Orient.  But  we  mu»t 
all  love  the  aea.  In  every  public 
gathering  there  should  be  the  atmos- 
phere of  the  aea.  Victoria  must  live 
by  the  sea,  and  must  develop  along 
her   natural    lines. 

Instltntea  ^Id  For 

"The  Navy  League  controls  the  Sea- 
men's Institute  and  the  Bailors'  Club. 
Both  these  are  paid  for,  and  t^e 
obligation  of  the  people  of  Victoria 
,is  to  maintain  them.  We  must  look 
after  the  sailors  who  come  to  our 
port.  Just  as  every  Canadian  mother 
of  a  Canadian  sailor  will  hope  that 
her  boy  Is  cared  for  when  he  lands 
in   a   foreign   port." 

Speaking  of  the  deaire  of  the  Boya' 
Naval  Brigade  to  obtain  a  aehool 
ship,  Mr.  Shallcross  said:  "In  Oreat 
Britain  there  are  18  or  20  ships,  and 
In  proportion  to  the  population  Can- 
ada should  have  three  training  shtpa 
to  be  on  the  same  footing.  At  pres- 
ent Canad»  has  no  school  ahip.  On 
s«ch  a  ship  boya  get  a  general  educa- 
tion aa  well  aa  .  technical  training 
which  la  beneflcial  to  them  through- 
out life.  There  is  no  obligation  for 
a  boy  to  go  to  sea  after  going  through 
either  the  aehool  ship  or  the  naval 
college." 

Maritime  Intereat 

Lieut.  W.  M.  Hotham.  officer  com- 
manding the  Boys'  Naval  Brigade, 
devoted  most  of  his  remarks  to  the 
work  and  purposes  of  that  corps. 
He  said  the  brigade  was  creating  a 
maritime  Interest  among  the  rising 
generation  of  the  Province  and  that 
It  waa  an  agent- for  inspiring  the  boys 
with  the  sea  traditions  of  their  raca. 
Through  that  medium  they  ware 
learning  naval  routine  and  discipline 
that  Hpolt  efficiency,  which  would  liot 
only  be  of  value  to  seamen  but  to 
those  engaged  in  any  wholesome  an- 
dertaking.  Not  only  seamanship  was 
taught,  he  jt>olnted  out.  Wlreleaa 
telegraphy  Instruction  waa  given,  and 
instructions  were  also  given  In  re- 
spect to  Internal  combustfbn  engines, 
marine  engines,  signalling,  physical 
and  aquatic  exercises. 

The  Victoria  division,  he  explained, 
was  subdivided  Into  two  groups,  one 
at  James  Bay  and  the  other  at 
Esquimau,  bafng  125  atrong.  Under 
ordinary  circumatances  a  Hautenant 
and  sub-lteutenant  and  petty  officer 
Instructor  would  oonatltute  .the  ataff, 
.bnt  at  preaent  only  two  Instructors 
and  one  sub-lleutenun::  were  engaged, 
and  this  stalT,  which  had  trained  200 
boys,  only  necessitated  a  monthly 
pay  roll   of   flKO. 

Brttlah  IMadpUae 

Lieut.  Hotham  could  speak  from 
experience  as  to  the  benefits  accruing 
from  naval  training,  as  he  had  re- 
ceived instruction  on  a  school  ahip  at 
an  (>arl.v  age,  aboard  the  Worcester, 
an^l  he  found  that  the  experience  had 
Instilled  in  him  a  certain  respect  for 
efficiency  and  for  those  in  authority 
that  otherwise  might  never  have  beep 
cultivated  to  such  an  Intense  degree. 
"British  discipline  means  efficiency," 
he    said. 

He  recalled  that  the  brigade  had 
grown  from  a  strength  of  50  at  the 
time  when  he  took  command  last 
July  to  200  today.  He  felt  that  he 
had  the  earnest  support  of  the  par- 
ents of  the  boys  and  of  a  large  por- 
tion of  Victoria's  oltixens,  who  had 
eome  to  raoovnlae  the  value  of  the 
work  being  carried  on.  He  had 
found,  too,  that  the  boya  were  xeal- 
ous  to  learn  of  the  aea,  and  the  ma- 
jority of  them  would  probably  fol- 
low that  profession  and  follow  it 
under  very  different  clroumatancea  to 
those  existent  in  their  ancestors'  day. 
C^mUihui   Sailors 

"Victoria  is  .the  capital  of  a  mari- 
time Provinca."  he  aald.  "It  la  fit- 
ting that  Victoria  should  b#  the  first 
place  in  the  Dominion  to  have  a 
training  ship.  I  feci  that  the  citlaena 
should  not  be  satisfied  until  such  an 
Institution  la  aaaured.  Other  coun- 
trlea  had  learned  the  need  of  train- 
ing ships.  If  Canada  Is  to  take  her 
proper  place  among  the  natlona  of 
the  world  she  must  have  an  adequate 
navy  and  mercantile  marine,  manned 
with  Canadian  boys  who  are  Canadian 
trained.  Training  ships  would  be  the 
tinrlvAlled  means  of  providing  that 
pers'tnn*!  from  the  Canadian-born 
population.  If  there  had  been  an  or- 
ganisation aimllar  to  the  Boya'  Bri- 
gade in  existence  In  Victoria  two  yeara 
before  the  war,  there  would  now  have 
been  hundreds  of  tried  seamen  who 
served  afloat  under  war  conditions 
now  available  for  Canada'a  navy  and 
merchant  marine.' 

"The  Pacific  must  at  some 
future  time  become  the  great- 
est arena  for  'maritime  activity." 
said  Mr.  Hotliam.  "and  while  not 
clalmlag  to  k«  an  alarmlat,  he  felt 
that  Canada  should  be  prepared  to 
meet  any  eventuality.  Sailora  are  a 
nation's  need  in  times  of  peace  aa 
they  were  durirg  war.  It  ia  the  duty 
of  all  Canadlana  to  ae«  that  the  shlpa 
of  Canada,  are  manned  by  Cann4n*0 
sons." 

Mr.  H.  T.  Ravonhftl.  PreeMent  of 
the  Navy  League  In  Victoria,  apoke 
principally  of  the  work  of  the  Con- 
naught  Seamen's  Institute  and  the 
Sailors'  Club  at  Eaqulmalt.  He  saM 
Ifiat  tht'work  of  il$.  T.  WdflH  IIIU.

But  in  case  a\iy  intelligent  electors 
who  are  entitled  to  vote  may  not  aa 
yet  have  learned  of  the  fact  of  the 
pending  election.  It  is  again  pointed 
out  that  every  voter  who  deaires  to 
vote  must  personally  apply  for  regis- 
tration at  the  registration  office  for 
hia  or  has  diatrict.  tha  locality  there- 
of being  set  forth  in  the  official  proc- 
lamations the  right  one  may  be  secured 
by  telephoning  1405,  or  by  applying 
at  the  nearest  registration  booth.  Fur- 
ther, it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  all 
previous  lists  have  been  cancelled, 
that  no  matter  whether  an  elector's 
name  was  on  the  laat  or  any  previous 
list,  he  or  she  will  not  secure  a  vote 
at  the  forthcoming  by-election  unless 
re-registratton  is  now  made.

Reglatratlon  yesterday  was  com- 
paratively slow,  though  at  some  booths 
It  showed  an  inoreneed  activity.  There 
la  undoubtedly  confuaion  over  the  fact 
that  the  diviaion  of  the  warda'  Into 
districts  leada  electors  astray,  and  of- 
ten they  apply  at  a  booth  nearest  their 
place  of  realdence,  to  And  they  muat 
go  elsewhere.  But  a  little  foresight 
would  obviate  these  difficulties.  Per- 
sons In  doubt  may  aecurc  all  neces- 
sary Information  by  telephoning  Re- 
turning Officer.  Cfipt.  H.  W.  R.  Moore, 
telephone  No.  14 OS,  or  to  the  Regis- 
trar, Capt.  Carew  Martin.  The  Court 
House  offiolals  have  been  beselgod 
with  Inquiries',  but  they  point  out  It  Is 
useless  for  thOse  seeking  Information 
to  apply  to  the  Court  House  or  depart- 
ments thereat,  as  those  have  nothing 
to  "do  with  the  registration.

The  supporters  of  Hon.  8.  P.  Tolrtiio, 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  whose  eleva- 
tion to  the  portfolio  has  necessitated 
the  by-election,  have  secured  offices 
in  the  Pemberton  Block  and  are 
working  to  get  the  Indifferent  elector 
to  the  registration  offices.

Now  every  man  and  woman 
who  Is  twenty-one  years  of  age  or 
over,  a  British  subjtrct,  resident  in 
Canada  for  twelve  months.-  and  who 
has  resided  in  this  riding  for  two 
months  pflor  to  the  issuance  of  the 
election  writ.  Is  entitled  to  vote,  pro- 
vided he  or  she  registers  before  nine 
o'clock  tomorrow  night.

There  was  a  rush  at  the  registrar 
ttOn  booths  yesterday,  and  it  Is  esti- 
mated that  the  names  of  over  2,(00 
voters  were  leeorded,  bringing  the 
total  so  far  reglatered  up  to  more 
than  0.000.  It  ia  difficult  to  calcu- 
late aa  yet  whether  the  votera*  list 
will  have  as  'many  names  at  the

Real  Chill  Marks  Attitude  of 
Baseball  Nabobs  Towards 
Big  Chief— Johnson,  and 
Herrmann  Get  Slamming, 


CHICAGO,  Sept.  18. — Declarations 
that  Ban  Johnson,  president  of  the 
American  League,  should  be  driven 
out  of  baseball  and  that  August 
Herrmann,  president  of  the  Cincin- 
nati club  and  chairman  of  the  Na- 
tional Commlaaion,  should  resign  as 
chairman  of  the  commission,  were 
made  today  by  prominent  club  own- 
ers who  met  to  nominate  a  successor 
to  Mr.  Herrmann. 

Col.  Jacob  Ruppert,  president  of 
the  New  York  American  League 
Club,  was  emphatic  in  his  statement 
against  Mr.  Johnson,  while  William 
F.  Baker,  head  of  the  Philadelphia 
Nationals,  was  the  spokesman  In  re- 
gard  to   Mr.    Herrmann. 

"Ban  Johnscn  will  be  put  out  of 
baseball,"  declared  Mr.  Ruppert,  who 
added:  "The  Chicago  White  Sox  and 
the  Boston  Red  Sox  have  aligned 
themselves  with  the  New  York  club 
In  this  fight  agalnist  the  American 
League  -executive.  Wo  do  not  be- 
lieve that  any  man  who  owns  stock 
in  a  baseball  club  in  the  lea«ue 
should  be  head  of  that  organization, 
and  Mr.  Johnson  has  admitted  that 
he  Is  a  stockholder  In  the  Cleveland 
club   of   the   circuit." 

Ruppert,  of  New  York,  and  Frazee, 
of  Boston,,  today  awaited  Mr.  John- 
son's repl>'  to  demands  for  a  com- 
plete statement  of  the  league  affairs. 
The  presldenl  still  was  In  the^  G^st,  it 
was  said  today. 

The  joint  committee  from  the 
American  anl  National  I.«agues,  ap- 
pointed recently  In  New  York  to 
select  a  '  successor  to  tlarry.  Herr- 
mann, owner  of  the  Cincinnati  Na- 
tlonala,  as  chalrm..n  of  the  National 
Commission,  had  before  them  the 
names  of  four  men  and  the  state- 
ment of  Mr.  Herrmann  that  he 
would  step  out  as  soon  as  a  man  to 
replace  him  had  been  chosen.  The 
four  names  had  not  been  announced. 
It  was  stated,  however,  that  In  a  few 
days  another  meeting  will  be  held 
and  the  committee's  choice  made 
public.

Small  Bags  General 

The  speaker  was  only  one  of  scores 
who  Commented  on  the  poor  return 
which  has  come  to  bird  hunters  gen- 
erally thin  season.

Another  man  re- 
ports that  the  Highlands  District  gave 
him  four  blues  and  a  willow  in  two 
hours,  but  both  agreed  that  these 
chances  were  the  only  ones  they  got, 
and  they  made  t.te  most  of  them. 

Taken  altogethr-r,  the  reperta  la- 
dieate  that  the  deer  shooting  this 
year  exceeds  that  of  the  1911  season, 
all  sections  of  the  Island  te|Ung  the 
name  tale,  whllo  the  grouse  which 
were  so  plentiful  Immediately  prior 
to  the  opening  cf  the  season  appear 
to  have  taken  the  rains  which  fell  at 
that  time  as  a  hint  of  Winter's

Sim  OF  ADDRESS 


Lieut.  Helmsing,  Navy  Leagu^ 
Provincial  Secretary,  Deliv- 
ers .  Stirring.  Talk  on  Most 
Daring  Raid. 


Speaklng^  to  a  well  attended  meeting 
of  the  yoiing  people  of  St.  John's 
Parish  laat  night,  Lieut.  H.  F.  Helms- 
ing. R.N.V.R.,  secretary  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Navy  League,  delivered  a  stir- 
ring address  on  the  gallantry  of  the 
1,<00  heroes  who  participated  in  the 
Zeebrtigge  operations.  The  lecturer 
covered  the  same  ground  that  was 
told  to  Victorians  by  Captain  Carpen- 
ter recently,  but  the  heroism  of  the 
deeds  of  the  men  who  made  the  raid 
stands  out  more  and  more  with  re- 
telHng. 

Although  covered  by  a  amoke  screen 
unUI  within  300  yards  of  the  Mole  at 
Zeebrugge,  the  Vindictive,  with  Mvo 
ferry  boats,  the  Alice  and  the  Daffo- 
dil, came  under  a  galling  fire  from  the 
coneentrated  ooaat  defencea  with  the 
change  fn  the  wind.  As  the  smoke 
cloud  blew  clear  of  the  Vindictive, 
tha  forward  7-inch  gun  on  her  how 
opened  fire  at  a  range  of  Soa  yarda, 
and  in  that  three  hundred  yarda  the 
gun  crew  waa  three  times  knocked 
out  until  the  gun  ceased  action  at  a 
range  of  three  feet  from  the  J|ole 
Itself,  being  finally  dismantled  by  a 
sueceosful  shot. 

Only  Two  SoaUng  lioddeni 

Of  the  eighteen  scaling  gangways 
the  ship  was  fitted  with,  only  two 
survived  the  terrific  fire,  and  up  these 
two  the  l.aoo  odd  men  had  to  make 
their  way  In  the  face  of  a  galling  rain 
of  lead.  The  operation  cooalsted  of 
three  main  parts:  landing  on  the  Mole 
to  deetrpy  the  guns  bearlnar  on  the 
canal  entrance;  blowing  up  the  via- 
duct which  separated  the  Mole  from 
the  shore;  and  finally  getting  the 
three  block  ships  past  the  batteries. 
through  the  mine  fields,  into  the 
canal  ond  lockgates. 

The  three  objectfvee  were  all  ob- 
tained, and  as  a  result  of  the  success 
of  the  effort  two  ships  steamed  Into 
the  canal  entrance,  rammed  their 
hows  hard  up  on  the  send  an^  blew 
themselves  up.  "The  third  ship,  al- 
though with  troth  propellers  clogged 
with  submarine  nets,  steamed,  after 
three  attempts.  Into  position  Just  off 
the  canal  mouth,  and  there  was  sunk. 
Months  of  Preparation 

Although  the  actusl  fighting  occu- 
pied under  an  hour,  and  the  total  op-' 
eratlon  tmt  one  hour  and  twenty 
minutes,  the  plans  were  carefully 
drawn  up  over  a  period  of  five  months 
AdmirsI  Keyes,  Csptain  Carpenter  and 
others  making  the  arrsngements  from 
the  Dover  end.  Volunteers  were  called 
for  and  the  response  amounted  to 
twice  the  number  required.  The  men 
who  were  accepted  were  carefully 
ahown  what  was  required  of  them 
and  trained  for  months  previous  to 
the  show. 

The  right  conditions  of  wind  and 
tide  were  essential  to  the  success  of 
the  daring  enterprise,  and  two  at- 
tempts were  made  which  had  to  be 
abandoned  owing  to  unfavorable  cen- 
ditfona  The  final  success  of  the  Zee- 
brugge raid  was  complete  and  affords 
the  m<Vst  daring  example  of  hrainn 
and  individual  pluck  In  the  history  of 
naval  warfare.

How  industry  has  been  taxed  to  an 
excessive  amount  by  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Board  to  hulid  up  a 
reserve  fund  which,  instead  of  being 
maintained  for  use  in  case  of  extra 
heavy  demands  for  compensation  for 
dependents,  has,  to  the  amount  of  no 
less  thsn  21.100,000,  been  borrowed 
by  the  Mlnfa«ter  of  Finance,  Hon.  John 
Hart,  for  Government  purposes,  was 
pointed  to  by  Mr.  Bowser,  who  a»- 
seHed  that  as  trustee  of  that  fund 
the  Minister  had  no  legal  or  moral 
right  to  use  It.

Is 
It  fair  that  Industry  In  this  provlnee 
should  be  forced  to  meet  the  high 
levy  Imposed  for  compennation  par- 
poses  to  build  up  an  enormous  re- 
serve which  Is  loaned  to  the  Govern- 
ment? What  does  Indnatry  think 
about  It?"   asked   Mr.   Bowstr.

Declaring  that  whUa  Paemter  Oliver 
Is. telling  the  people  they  oan  expect 
stm  higher  taxation  and  that  If  they 
doa't  like  It  they  can  throw  him  out. 
Mr.  Bowser  p«>lnted  to  the  fact  that 
the  Government  Leader  Is  taking  no 
chances  on  an  appeal  to  tho  country, 
though  not  the  dOly  selected  head  of 
the  Liberal  Party.  The  war  la  o^r, 
the  returned  m«n  are  back,  and  the 
groat  proMems  of  reconstruction  re- 
quire their  aaateUnee  In  solving.  A 
constitutional  leader  would  go  to  the 
country,  get  its  opinion  on  the  new 
condiUona  and  the  pollclea  believed 
proi>er  to  be  pursued.  The  Premier 
had  always  prMed  htmaelf  upon  being 
a  constitutional  authority  and  pur- 
suing const ituffonal  isovrses  but.  to  be 
stye,  he  would  make  no  appeal  to  thu 
eountry  so  long  a^  camouflaCe  and  a 
policy  of  "pasolnc  the  buek"  would 
kaep  him  In  power.

Then  It 
voted  22.000.000  for  grants  to  Indus- 
trial schemes  in  which  returned  men 
might  l>e  Interested,  but  from  Jan- 
uary to  Septembar  hut  two  grants 
were  made,  one  of  24.00g  to  a  toy- 
making  Indnatry  and  some  flOf.OOO 
or  more  to  a  eordage  factory  at  New 
Westminster,  but  in  this  latter  caae 
there  was  a  atrlag  attaithed  to  tha 
effeet  that  the  returned  men  would 
have  to  put  up  144,000  |n  paid-up 
stock  before  the  looA  would  5e  made. 
That  was  about  the  extant  of  the  in- 
dustrial help  the  returned  men  would 
get  this  year.  About  the  only  re- 
turned men  the  Government  favored 
were  offloerB  of  prevlooa  Liberal  pre- 
dilections. AnparonUy  it  was  forgot- 
ten by  the  administration  that  far 
more  men  fought  in  the  ranks,  men 
who  are  back  and  who  are  taxpayers 
and  men  of  family,  and  who  are  en- 
titled to  consideration. 

In  oontlualon  Mr.  tlowoar  roforrod 
to  the  coming  Vanoouvor  coavnadlon. 
asserting  that  )n  every  particular  it 
will  be  an  atMolutely  open  one.  He 
was  convinced  that  at  it  th*r«,  would 
be  drafted  a  policy  that  will  convince 
the  people  of  tho  provlnoe  that  tho 
Conservative  party  haa  their  Interests 
at  heart.
